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PROJECT DESCRIPTION: 
 
P.W. Speer Incorporated proposes to discharge groundwater generated during dewatering 
operations associated with the construction of a new storm drain located at 5900 Rodeo Road, 
Los Angeles.  The groundwater will be discharged to the nearby storm drain.  A totalizing flow 
meter will be installed to measure the volume of the discharge. 
 
VOLUME AND DESCRIPTION OF DISCHARGE:  
 
Up to 14,400 gallons per day of groundwater will be discharged.  The groundwater will be 
discharged into a storm drain located along Rodeo Road (Latitude: 34o 01’ 45” Longitude: 118o 
21’ 15”).  Discharge from the storm drain flows into Ballona Creek,  a water of the United 
States.  The site location map is shown in Figure 1. 
 
FREQUENCY OF DISCHARGE: 
 
The discharge will be intermittent.   The project is proposed to begin in June 2002, and is 
expected to be completed by July 30, 2002. 
 
REUSE OF WATER: 
 
Water reuse options, such as dust control and irrigation, were evaluated.  However, they were 
infeasible because the facility is located in a commercial area with no demand for water reuse.  
Therefore, the groundwater will be discharged into the storm drain.
